Being  desirous  of  collecting  for  preser- 
vation in  own  immediate  my  family  and 
the  families  of  my  near  relatives,  the 
data  relating  to  our  direct  ancestral 
Tbomas  line,  my  investigations  for  this 
purpose  have  broughs  together  numer- 
ous items  relating  to  the  several  lines  of 
this  name  in  Frederick  county  which  I 
pre::nme  will  be  of  interest  to  quite  a 
number  of  other  residents.  I  found, 
during  my  examination  of  the  records 
and  other  sources  cf  information,  that, 
In  order  to  distinguish  between  the  fam- 
ilies pertainiDg  to  the  different  lines,  it 
was  necessary  to  trace  back  each  line. 

As  the  data  obtained  by  this  investi- 
gation,— though  relating  only  to  the 
genealogy  of  the  different  lines,— may, 
by  being  made  known,  enable  those  in- 
terested in  special  portions  to  trace  back, 
by  additional  facts  in  their  reach,  which 
have  not  come  to  my  knowledge,  the 
genealogy  of  their  particular  families. 
I  have  arranged  the  items  according 
to  the  different  lines,— so  far  as  this 
can  be  determined  from  the  data  col- 
lected,— for  publication  in  The  Fred- 
erick News.  I  have  had  but  two  ob- 
jects in  view  in  concluding  to  furnish 
these  items  for  publication,— First,  to 
convey  information  M'hich  I  believe  will 
be  of  interest  to  many  persons  of  our 
county;  and  Second,  to  call  attention  to 
numerous  breaks  in  the  lines  which  I 
have  been  unable,  from  the  dataobcain- 
ed,  to  fill  out;  and  to  solicit  informa- 
tion that  may  aid  me  in  closin?  up  these 
gapLJ  and  also  to  correct  the  errors  in  the 
lists  presented.  Information  as  to  the 
proper  relation  of  a  single  name  will 
generally  enable  me  to  bring  together 
Jinks  which  would  otherwise  remain  de- 
tached, as  such  name  carries  with  it  the 
family  with  which  it  is  connected. 
One  great  difficulty   encountered  in  at- 


tempting to  trace  out  the  genealogy  o? 
any  one  of  the  Thomas  lines  of'  ttig 
county,  as  most  of  the  older  livius^  resi- 
dents are  aware,  is  not  so  much  'ha 
large  numbar  of  persona  of  the  name,  ar. 
the  large  number  of  repetitions  of  the 
same  names  in  different  familes.  in 
all  such  cases  other  means  of  identinca- 
tion  than  the  name  are  necessary. 
Another  difficulty  arises  from  the  dif- 
ferent methods  of  spelling  the  siime 
name  in  old  records,  chiefly  on  accou.at 
of  the  difference  between  the  Germrin 
and  English  pronunciation.  Thus 
the  same  indiyidnal  is  called  Mar- 
garet in  her  father's  will.  Anna 
Margaret  in  the  baptismal  record,  u.nd 
Anna  Margaretha  on  her  grave^'.ccna. 
The  name  George  Peter  iu  one  pia:.e  is 
simply  George  in  another,  while  Philip 
Henry  is  usually  given  as  Henry. 

I  may  state  further  that  it  is  not  rihe 
intention  to  include  in  the  follcwlng 
lists  the  younger  members  of  the  pres- 
ent generation  as  this  can  readily  C3 
done  by  the  families  interested;  no?  to 
present  any  notes  regarding  the  per- 
sonal history  or  traits  of  any  individur.l 
named,  but  to  limit  them  to  genealogi- 
cal statements.  It  is  probable  thut 
numerous  slight,  errors  will  bo  found  in 
regard  to  the  oates  of  death  as  thrsa 
have  been  obtained  in  most  cases  frcm 
the  records  of  wills  and  administrations. 
These  are  liable  to  vary  from  one  to 
two  years,  but  it  has  been  thought  be.=!6 
to  give  them  even  though  liable  to  thig 
error  as  they  are  very  important  in 
tracing  genealogy.  The  date  of  mar- 
riage given  is  generally  the  date  of  the 
issuance  of  the  license. 

The  Different  Ancestral   Linea* 

As,  is  generally  understood,  there  are 
several,  or,  at  lease,  three  or  four  differ-

eat  Thomas  lines  repre«en  e  I  inFrel- 
erick  Couuty.  Oue  of  tbeise  is  tnat, 
■which  for  reasous  hereafter  given, 
I  have  decided  to  d-^sipnate  "The 
Line  of  the  Three  Brothers";  bl* 
other  is  tbit  usnally  known  as  "The 
Ohristian  Thomas  Line;"  another  some- 
times  called  "The  Otho  Thomas  Llae," 
in  addition  to  which  some  two  or  three 
other  line?,  which  will  be  alluded  to, 
appear  to  be  represented  in  the  county. 
However  this  paper  will  be  confined 
chiefly  to  a  notice  of  the  hrst  two  as 
they  appear  to  be  those  most  nnmerons- 
ly  represented  in  the  county,  and  are 
those  to  which  my  investigatious  have 
been  chiefly  confined. 

Much  additional  information  might 
have  been  gained  by  personal  visits  to 
familiea,  but  this  my  other  duties  would 
not  permit.  It  has  been  a  work  of  love 
to  me  from  which  I  have  darived  pleas- 
ure. My  only  regret  is,  that  it  is  not 
more  complete,  however,  I  present  it 
vrith  the  hope  that  many  others  may 
find  something  in  it  to  interest  them,  as 
this  will  be  full  compensation  for  the 
labor  I  have  bestowed  on  it. 

The  Line  of  the  Three  Brothers. 

This  triple  line  begins,  so  far  as  I 
have,  as  yet,  been  able  to  trace  it,  with 
Gabriel,  John  and  Valentine  ThomAs, 
supposed  brothers.  Although  absolute 
proof  that  they  were  brothers  has  not 
been  found,  yet  the  evidence  given  be- 
low seems  to  be  so  strong  as  to  leave  lit- 
tle or  no  doubt  on  this  point. 

The  following  evidence  is  obtained 
from  the  cfiicial  records  of  the  county: 
On  the  22Qd  day  of  Augast,  1754,  Josiah 
Beall,  as  the  representative  of  Verlanda 
Beall,  executrix  of  the  will  of  John 
Beall,  late  of  Prince  George  county,  sold 
and  conveyed  to  Gabriel  Thomis  of 
Frederick  county,  320  acres  of  land,  be- 
ing a  part  of  the  tract  known  as  "Pop- 
lar Thicket."  A  short  time  thereafter, 
to  wit,  on  the  IQehday  of  January,  1756, 
said  Gabriel  sold  and  conveyed  to  Val- 
entine Thomas  one-third  of  this  land 
(109  acres);  and  on  the  same  day  an- 
other third  (or  lOS  acres)  to  John 
Thomas,  and  retained  the  remaining 
third  (or  109  acres)  for  himself.  The 
sums  paid  by  Valentine  and  John  ap- 
pear to  have  been  nominal,  each  paying 
38  pounds  and  18  pence,  about  190  dol- 
lars (at  5  dollars  to  the  pound)  or  le^s 
than  two  dollars  per  acre.  Each  one  of 
the  three,  as  appears  from  their  v^ills, 
resided  on  his  own  part  until  his  df^a'h. 
Gabriel  died  in  1794,  Valentine  in  1795, 


and  John  in  ISOO  or  1801.  Acotbnr  in- 
dication of  relationship  u  the  siuillarity 
of  the  names  applied  to  their  children 
and  grand-children.  Among  the  chil- 
dren of  Gabriel  we  find  a  G^tbriel,  Oa.th- 
erine,  Barbara.  Henry,  John  and  Mar- 
garet; among  those  of  Jotin,  a  Gabriel, 
Catherine,  Barbara.  Henry  and  John; 
and  among  those  of  Valentine,  a  Gabriel, 
Catherine,  Barbara,  and  Margaret. 
There  seems  also  to  have  been  a  ten- 
dency to  marry  into  the  same  families. 
Jonu  and  Gabrie',  sons  of  Gabriel,  and 
Henry,  son  of  John,  all  mtiriied  dangh 
ters  of  the  same  George  Hamsberg. 
Members  of  each  family  were  buried  in 
the  same  family  grave-yard  on  Jubn's 
place.  All  were  members  of  the  Re- 
formed Church  of  Frederick,  at  h  ait 
their  children  were  baptized  in  that 
church.  Finally,  it  is  a  tradition  handed 
down,  at  least,  two  of  the  lines,  that 
three  brothers  were  the  ancestors  of 
this  Thomas  group,  though  a  few  gay 
seven  brothers,  Mrs.  Susan  Font,  the 
youngest  and  latest  surviving  grand- 
child of  John,  informed  me  a  short  lima 
before  her  death  that  it  was  her  under- 
standing that  there  were  three  brothers 
who,  as  she  thought,  came  over  from 
Germany,  but  unfortunatelj'  I  oinitfed 
to  inquire  the  names,  Ths  supposition 
that  they  came  over  from  Germany  is 
probably  based  on  ttie  facs  thac 
the  ancestral  home  of  tba 
line  VT^as  Germany  or  SwitzerUnd. 
Mrs,  O,  Susan  Markell  who  gave  con- 
siderable attention  to  the  eubjec;  in- 
sisted that  the  ancestral  hocio  wa^ 
Switzerland;  and  the  fact  that  liiost  ^it 
them  in  Frederick  county  ait.ichsd 
themselves  to  the  Refornied  church 
seems  to  favor  this  idea.  However,  is 
is  probable  that  t  ic'Se  thica  were  d-'scen- 
dauts  of  earlier  pionters. 

As  these  tacts  appear  to  ba  atlS  lent 
to  justify  the  couclus'on  sc^b  ihe'. a 
thrte  — Gabriel  Vale  tine  and  Jor.u 
were  brothers,  I  will  proceed  xii)'-,-i  ihis 
assumption, begiuning  wnu  «jabri«l  who 
was  probably  tne  ^^Idest   of  the  tnrae. 

Gabriel  Thoraaa  (1; 
To  avoid  confusion  I  will  designate 
him  Gabriel  Thomas  (1).  Taa  d.ite 
ot  nis  birth  has  not  been  a^oerrained  aa 
it  preceded  our  earliest  records.  As  hid 
daughter  Catherine,  wuj  doeo  not  ap- 
pear to  have  been  his  first  child,  was 
born  in  1748  it  is  presnrEed  that  he  was 
born  not  later  than  1727.  la  res-^rd  to 
his  wife  we  only  kuow  frooi  uckcow- 
ledgments  to  deeds,    that  htir  gi»caor 


baptismal  name  was  Marparet.  and 
th»t  she  must  have  died  bpfure  the  (late 
of  her  hnabaad's  will  (ITsS)  as  she  is 
not  mentioned  therein.  Thtir  marriage 
Dioet  have  taken  place  nut  later  than 
174G  or  1747  and  probably  two  or  three 
yeara  earlier.  He  died  about  the  close  of 
the  year  17!*?  or  beginning  of  1791,  as 
bis  will  Wtt8  tiled  for  record  February  5, 
1704.  He  retained  and  resided  on  his 
part  of  "Poplar  Thicket"  until  his  dear h. 
The  fullowinp  ave  the  names  of  hie  chil- 
dren montioned  in  the  will,  with  the 
dates  of  birth  so  lar  as  they  have  been 
reoordtsd  in  the  bautisniai  record.  (This 
term  always  refers  to  the  Baptisraa! 
Record  of  the  Reformed  Ohnrch  of 
Frederick  unless  otherwise  expreasly 
stated.)

The  dates  of  birth  of  Jacob,  Henry, 
Adam,  and  Peter  are  not  found  on  rec- 
ord; the  order  therefore  in  which  the 
names  are  given  must  not  be  accepted 
as  conclusive,  except  of  those  where  the 
date  of  birth  is  given. 

Here  and  throughout  where  Roman 
numerals  are  jrerixed  to  names  it  will 
indicate  that  they  belong  to  the  second 
generation,  that  ia,  are  cnildren  of  the 
primal  or  earliest  known  ancestor  of  the 
given  line.  Arabic  numerals  will  indi- 
cate tiie  next,  or  third  generation. 

Before  referring  to  the  descendants  of 
thrise  children  of  G.ibriel  (1)  it  is  neces- 
sary to  call  attention  to  one  passage  of 
his  will  as  on  it  must  be  based  our  con- 
clusion as  to  the  probable  date  of  death 
of,  at  least,  one  of  these  children.  He 
bequeathed  to  his  son  John  all  his  real 
eatttte,  being  part  of  Poplar  Thicket 
containing  1U9  acres;  part  of  Long  Hope 
containing  4:3  acres;  and  25  acres  pur- 
chased of  John  Hotf.  John  was  to  pay 
to  the  other  heirs  550  pounds  current 
money.  It  appears  from  the  record  of 
administration  of  John's  estate  (he  died 
1797)  that  the  only  heirs  who  received 
payment  were  Catherine,  Barbara,  Mar- 
garet, Adam,  Henry,  and  Gabriel,  and 
that  these  heirs  received  the  full  amount 
John  waa  to  pay.     Aa  this  leaves  oac 


Jacob,  Elizabeth,  and  George,  they 
must  have  died  without  is.-'ue  aabse- 
quent  to  the  date  of  their  father's  will 
(17SS),  or  their  omission  mast  be  ac- 
counted for  in  some  other  way. 
Jacob,  as  will  appear  far- 
ther on,  was  still  living  bat 
he  had  been  compensated  by  hia  father 
before  his  death  as  appears  from  a  deed 
on  record  for  other  land.  As  nothing 
further  is  found  in  regard  to  Elizabeth 
and  George  it  is  presumed  they  had 
died  without  issue  in  the  interval  be- 
tween the  making  of  their  father's  will 
and  John's  rieath. 

I.  CATHERINE  THOMAS  (of  Gab. 
1)  Married  Martin  Eillmyer,  date  not 
given,  but  it  must  have  been  before  her 
fathet'a  death.  It  is  probable  they 
moved  to  Loudoun  County,  Virginia, 
where,  as  I  am  informed,  there  are  fani- 
ilies  of  Billmyers,  at  least  I  can  learn  of 
none  residents  ol  Frederick  County, 

II.  BARBARA  THOMAS  (of  Gab.  1) 
Married  Francis  Hodman,  date  un- 
known. Her  husband  died  in  1819;  she 
survived  him  but  the  date  of  her  death 
has  not  been  ascertained.  The  children 
mantioned  are  as  follows:

And  a  daughter,  hame  not  given,  who  it 
seems  married  a  Runner,  as  a  grandson 
named  John  Runner  is  mentioned  in  the 
will.

1)  died 
in  1824.  His  wife's  tir^t  name  was  Sn- 
anna  but  her  las*  naru«  bc-f  >re  marriape, 
and  date  of  ht^r  d-atb  have  not  been  as- 
oertainfld,  thongh  it  is  pvident  fr.  m  the 
will  that  she  survived  h'ni.  The  follow- 
ing children  are  named  in  the  will.

4  CHARLOTTE  THOMAP  (of  Jacob) 
married  John  Stockman  August  IG,  1800. 
Her  hnsbind  died  Ln  1S43,  she  survived 
him  but  the  date  of  her  death  has  not 
been  obtained.

I  will  hereafter 
designate  "Gahripi  (iY\  appears  from 
what  evidence  I  hare  obtained,  to  have 
jnarried  Mary  liamebarg  the  daughter 


of  George  Ramsberg  (1),  March  11, 
1779.  The  eviduuce  on  this  point  is  not 
absolutely  po^tive,  though  cofticieut,  as 
I  believe,  to  accept  it  aii  correct;  that 
her  name  was  Mary  is  a  matter  of 
record,  and  that  a  Gabriel  Thomas  mai- 
ried  a  Mary  Ramsberg  at  the  date  men- 
tioned, is  also  on  rdcord.  He  died  in 
1809  or  the  early  part  1810;  his  wife, 
who  Burvived,  died  in  1824  Their  chil 
dren,  who  are  mentioned  in  tbtir 
father's  will  and  also  in  the  rpp->rt  of 
the  administrator  of  thoir  mother's  ej 
tate,  are  precisely  the  tame,  Bhov7ing 
that  none  had  died  in  the  iater7eniug 
fourteen  years.  The  dates  of  birth  of 
the  first  five  and  of  the  la«t  one  arc  not 
found  on  record.

1  JOHN  THOMAS  (of  Gab.  2)  ap- 
pears to  have  remained  single,  or  diada 
widower  without  issuo.  His  death  oc- 
curred in  1842  or  1843.  As  he  died  in- 
testate his  property  passed  to  his  legal 
reprepentatives  who  were  hia  brothers 
and  sisters  or  their  children  vrhere  as- 
ceased.  As  neither  Elia'^  nor  his  da- 
ecendants  are  named  among  tho  distri- 
butees* it  is  presumed  he  had  died  pre- 
vious to  this  date. 


2  HENRY  THOMAS  (of  Gab,  2)  died 
in  1837  or  1838.  He  married  twic^;  first, 
to  Susanna  Shafer,  Oct.  24.  ISO.',  who, 
as  we  learn  from  her  grave-stons  wis 
born  June  17.  17S3  and  died  Jnly  11, 
1817.  To  them  were  born  two  children: 

She 
remained  single. 

Mary  Ann— born  Augiat  29,  1S14. 
Married  to  Eli  N.  Shafer. 

His  second  wife  was  Catherine  Gear 
the  daughter  of  George  Gear  and  grand- 
daughter of  John  Thoman  (1),  ro  whom 
he  was  married  March  27,  1S18.  The 
date  of  her  death  is  not  known,  thoogh 
it  seems  from  the  will  that  she  f^urvivbd 
him.

Gab.  of  Val.  1)  Angusr,  8,  1807.  As 
their  descendants  will  be  rueutioned 
nnder  the  Valeutlne  line,  they  are  omit- 
ted here. 

5  GABRIEL  THOMAS  (of  Gab.  2) 
married  Mary  Magdalena  Harder,  Feb- 
ruary 6,  182:5.  I',  aypeirft  from  the  bap- 
tismal record  that  one  of  ths  children  of 
this  Gabriel  and  hia  wife,  M  iry  Magda- 
lena,  was  Abraham,  born  i'ebruary  7, 
1824. 

6  MARGARET  TBOMAS  (of  Gab  2) 
married  Philip  Hawman.  Sae  died  be- 
fore the  death  of  her  husband  which 
occurred  in  1880.  They  lufc  no  child- 
ren. 

7  PETER  THOMAS  (of  Gab.  2)  mar- 
ried Harriet  Cromwell,  Jnuuary  21, 
1828.  and  died  in  1872  or  187:5,  his  wife 
having  died  previon-jly.  They  left  no 
children. 

8  MARY  ANN  THOMAS  (of  Gab.  2) 
as  she  is  named  in  the  will, 
or  Ann  Mary  as  named  in  the 
marriage  record,  was  married  to  David 
Spect,  Nov.  2,  1825.  He  died  in  1874  or 
1875.  His  wife  earvived  him  but  the 
date  of  her  death  has  not  been  found. 
They  left  no  children. 

9  ELI  AS  THOMAS  (of  Gab.  2)  died 
youDg  and  unmarried. 


V  ELIZABETH  THOMAS  (of  Gab  1), 
probably  died  unmarried  as  indicaced 
iiboye  bat  this  is  only  based  on  thu  rea- 
Bong  given  there.  There  was  an  Eliza- 
beth Thomas  who  married  dhris'ian 
Runner  or  Renner,  F«by.  2:i.  1780.  bat  I 
have  found  no  evidence  tnat  they  are 
the  same  person. 


_  VI  JOHN  THOMAS  (of  Gab.  1)  mar- 
liad  Elizabeth  Rams;berg,  dangnter  of 
George  Rarasherg,  (1)  April  10.

As  this  John  Thomas  was  the  great* 
graodfcither  of  the  present  writer,  and 
the  chief  object  of  his  examination  was 
to  trace  the  genealogy  of  this  particnlar 
line  fur  the  use  of  his  own  family  and 
imoiecliate  relatives,  a  few  moi-e  parric- 
ular-i  th.in  are  given  in  the  other  liaes 
will  be  permitted. 

I  have  taken  for  granted,  aa  hereto- 
fore stated,  that  the  evidence  presented 
is  sntfie.it'nt  to  justify  the  aasamption 
that  Gabriel  [1],  'John  [1],  and  Valen- 
tine [I]  were  brothers.  I  have  since  the 
first  communication  learned  from  one  ol 
the  oldest  living  representative?!  of  ite 
Valentine  Thomas  line  that  she  had 
learned  from  George  Thomas  [of  Hy.]; 
who  was  well  posted  on  the  family  gen- 
ealogy, that  they  were  related,  which 
could  only  be  true  on  the  supposttioa 
that  John  and  Valentine  were  roiated 
one  to  the  other. 

There  was  a  .John  Thomas  who  died 
in  1749  who  names  the  following  chil- 
dren in  his  will;  Elizabeth,  John,  Sam- 
uel, and  Richard.  So  far  as  dateH  are 
concerned  it  is  possible  that  this  John 
might  have  been  identical  with  John 
[1  ];  but  this  supposition  seems  to  be  for- 
bidden by  the  introduction  of  tte 
names  Samael  and  Richard  which  are 
not  found  in  the  line  of  John  [1 1.  More 
over  an  examination  of  the  will,  which 
is  still  preserved  in  files  of  th3  Orphans' 
Court,  show  that  the  name  ia  wricteu  in 
a  clear  En;.»lish  hand.

and  Valentine  were  brothers  eeems  to 
be  fhn  oi.lv  eatisfiijt- irv  explanatiou, 
and,  moreover,  agrees  with  thetraiitioa 
bajiifU  a   \^  J   III"  thrtrH  liuen. 

The  luote  lare'ully  I  study  the  dafa 
relatiDK  to  ih^  Thoinas  liu*-a  iu  Freder- 
ick Ooauty,  the  luoie  am  I  inclined  to 
believe  that  Scharf  is  correct  in 
his  snppo-iition  fiiven  iu  his 
"Western  Maryland,"  that  representa- 
tives of  the  En^lnh  lin's  [for  there 
were  more  than  out]  apv^nrnd  first  in 
the  section  now  embraced  in  the  county, 
those  of  the  German  lines  following  a 
few  years  later.  It  seems  probible, 
from  all  indications  I  have  found,  that 
the  latter  did  not  commence  to  settle  ia 
this  rej^ioM  until  a  whort  tim«  previous 
to  1750.  This  subject  will  be  referred 
to  again  when  we  reach  the  EugUsh 
line;  it  is  mentioned  here  to  say  that 
perhaps,  after  all,  the  tradition  that  the 
three  brotbers  were  not  born  here  but 
came  from  scuie  other  section  is  cor- 
rect. 

The  dates  of  birth  and  marriage  of 
John  [1],  as  we  have  found  true  in  re- 
gard to  the  other  two  brotbers,  are  not 
recorded.  Judgine  from  the  date  of 
birth  of  his  oldest  child,  as  given  below, 
I  presume  he  Vr'as  married  in  ITo^ior  lTo-1, 
and  that  he  was  born  not  later  than 
17o0  or  17;31.  The  first  name  of  his  wife 
was  Catherine,  but  her  full  name  be- 
fore marri^^Te  has  not  been  ascertained. 
His  will  is  dai^ed  March  8,  ISOO,  and  was 
filed  for  record  February  34,  ISOl,  hence 
his  death  muHf^  have  occurred  between 
these  dates.  His  wife  survived  him,  but 
the  date  of  her  df^ath  is  nnkuown. 

By  his  will  he  bequeathed  to  his  son, 
Henry,  the  followinp  lat'ds:  a  part  of 
Poplar  Thicket,  containing  90  acres; 
Darts  of  Johnson's  Folly  and  Johnson's 
Neeleot,  containins^  together  .50  acre?, 
and  part  of  Victory,  13  acres.  In  return 
said  Henry  was  to  pay  to  his  sister, 
caint-rioe,  100  pounds  current  money; 
to  Barbara  200  pounds;  to  John  Thoma?, 
a  grandson  of  the  te!>trttor,  300  poundn, 
(when  hf^  should  come  of  asjet;  to  Cath- 
Hfina  G»-ar,  a  gr?iud-daughter  of 
the  tPHtatcsr.  .00  pounds;  and  to 
<'afherine  Tt.nmas,  testator's  wife, 
50  pounds.  The  will  makes  no 
nit^ntiiu  of  the  fither  or  mother 
of  the  testator's  graud  children  John 
Thomas  and  Gathenoe  Gear,  though  the 
father  and  mother  of  the  la't«-r  were 
living,  but  it  seems  evident  that  the 
father  of  the  former  had  died  previous 
to  the  date  of  the  will. 


In  explanation  of  the  difference 
in  the  allow'anoes  to  the  heirs 
it  may  be  said  that  the  testator 
had  already  (Oct.  19,  178*))  d°eled  to 
George  Gear  husband  of  his  daughter. 
Mary,  t  >r  "go-id  will  and  live  shillings" 
50  acres  of  laud  being  part  of  the  Resur- 
vey  of  Johnson's  Folly;  and  on  the  same 
day  to  Ohris'nph«r  Widegan,  husband 
of  his  daughter,  Catherine,  for  the  same 
consideration,  20  acres,  being  part  of 
Poplar  Thicket.  His  son  Henry  and 
son-inlaw  Widegan  were  appointed  ex- 
ecutors, the  latter  however  declined  to 
act.  Henry,  having  some  doubts  as  to 
the  sufhciency  of  his  title  to  the  lands, 
under  the  will,  as  soon  as  John,  the 
craudsoD,  came  of  ng«,  paid  all  the  heifS 
their  full,  legal  pro^>ortiou8  and  obtain- 
ed dt-e'is  from  them  (June  20,  1813), 
From  the  names  of  the  parties  signing 
these  deeds  we  learn  that  his  mother 
had  died  before  this  date,  but  that  all 
the  children  who  were  alive  at  the  date 
of  thair  father's  will  were   still  living.

However,  as  the  will  and  Henry 
also,  recognized  the  right  of  .John,  the 
graucion  to  a  child's  fnll  share  of  the 
esrate,  it  is  certain  th^t  h<<  was  the 
chiUI,  and  the  onlv  liviog  child  of  one 
of  the  two  sons— John  and  Gabriel.  It 
follows  also  that  one  of  these  eons  had 
died  without  issue,  probably  in  infancy, 
and  that  the  other  had  roarried  and  died 
before  the  making  of  the  will.  It  is 
possible,  however,  that  his  wife  wae 
still  living  at  the  date  of  the  will,  as  it 
mentions  only  those  for  whom  there 
were  special  bequests. 

I  am  inclined  to  the  belief  that  Ga- 
briel died  yonng  and  that  John  was 
the  father  of  John  the  grandson,  and 
my  reasons  are  as  follows:  I  find  no 
Gabriel  mfrtioned  who  fi's  the  coa- 
difeioas,  I  fi'  d  a  John  namel  who  does. 
The  biptisnial  record  mentions  a  John 
and  Catharine  Thomas  who  had  a  child 
named  John  Peter  born  March  2.  1791 
and  another  named  JoAPch  b'>rn  Jane  '", 
1705.  The  ofti'^ial  marriage  record  men- 
tions a  John  Thomas  married  to  Cash 
erine  Thomas,  March  16,  1787.  whom  I 
have  been  unable  to  cjnneot  ofhTwise 
wi^h  anv  of  thn  Thomas  lines.  As  the 
will  of  John  [1]  states  that  the  grandson 
John  was  under  age  at  the  tim->  it  wos 
made,  it  follows  that  Henry  would  wait 
until  he  was  of  aee  before  having  h'm 
sign  the  deed.  This,  as  already  men- 
tioned, was  dme  in  1812  the  v^vy  year 
he  came  of  age  if  born  in  1791.  This 
supp  8  'Aoa  aisamea  tnat  Joieph  died  in 
infancy. 

As  Henry  Thomas  [of  John  [1]  1  mar- 
ried a  danghfer  of  G-orse  Ren  sburg  [1] 
and  John  Thomas  [of  Gab.  1  ]  marrieii 
anothpr  dantihfer  of  the  same  George 
Rimsberg,  fhe  descendants  of  the  two 
wonld  brt  re'a'fd.  Another  connecUoa 
of  the  two  lines  was  formed  by  the  mar- 
riage of  Mio^^iA^l  Thomas  [of  tlenry]  to 
Eve  Thoa\as  ["f  John  of  Gab  1  ] 
Anoth-T  by  »hn  marriage  of  Henry  (ol 
Gab.  3]  to  Catharine  Gt^ar;  and  anothfr 
by  thB  marriagH  of  Gabriel  Thomas  [2] 
to  Mary  Hiiother  daughter  of  the  saaue 
George  Kamsberg  [1]. 


Valentine  Thomas. 

As  it  Beems  likely  that  Valentine  (I) 
was  the  third  in  ape  of  the  three  sop- 
posed  brothers,  I  will  give  nexe  what 
haa  been  ascjrtained  ia  regard  to  his 
d«8cenclaui8.  However  the  luformatioD 
in  this  lustance  is  rather  meajrer,  being 
coofiaed  chielly  to  the  df-ceudanta  of 
two  out  of  eeveu  of  his  chiliirea. 

As  his  will  is  dated  October  17,  1794 
and  was  filed  for  record  Sept.  15,  179o. 
he  matit  have  diei  hot  ween  thege  dates, 
and  mast  likely  iu  17;>5  A?  the  date  of 
birth  of  the  firnt  child  meutioued  ia  the 
baptisojul  record  is  Sept.  24.  1752,  it  is 
probable  he  waa  married  in  1750  or  1751 
and  that  he  was  born  not  later  than 
1728,  AUhoogh  his  will  makes  no 
mention  of  his  wife,  from  which  tdct 
it  is  presumed  she  had  died  previoaa  to 
the  dare  thereof,  is  is  learned  from 
acknowledgements  to  deeds  thafi  her 
first  n^ime  was  Margaret,  but  her  fall 
name  btfora  mtirribt;e  has  not  been  as- 
Cf-rtained.  He  bequeathed  to  his  eon 
Valentine  his  part  tf  "Poplar  Thicket" 
and  "Grubby  Holiow,"  he,  the  said 
V«ien»>nf>  Jr  ,  to  p^v  to  five  of  the  oth^■r 
heirs  100  pounds  each,  of  current  money. 
Leonard,  the  other  heir  had  received  as 
his  shue  06lier  real  estate.

Before  presenting  the  gonpalogy  of 
the  Christian  Thomas  Line  I  wish  to 
call  attention  to  one  item  which  possi- 
bly indicates  the  time  of  entry  of  the 
ancestors  of  these  lines  into  this  couu- 
try. 

It  is  known  by  his  name  being  signed 
to  a  petition  from  this  conaty  to  tha 
Legislature  in  1742,  that  Christian  wa.~ 
a  resident  at  that  date.  It  is  therefore 
very  probable  that  others  of  the  Ger- 
man lines  were  hare  at  that  time. 
There  is  one  fact  recorded  in  Volame 
III  of  the  Colonial  Records  of  Pennsyl- 
vania which  throws  considerable  light 
on  this  subject,  and  wita  other  data  in- 
dicates very  nearly  the  time  cf  entry. 

This  statemeBt  is  as  follows:

their  TrRuspf^rtasion;  thHy  Wfre  then 
called  in,  and  havio«  deolarpd  tbaf.  thBir 
intentions  were  to  settle  iiud  live  pn:io6- 
ftbly  m  this  Province,  the  sevfral  pt^r- 
sons  whose  names  follow,  did  re^ieal  and 
sign  the  Declaraticn  inserted  in  the 
Minute  of  the  21st  of  Se^r.,  1737,  and 
likewise  took  and  snbscribed  the  Decla- 
ration of  Fidelity  and  Ahjaraticn."

Then  follows  the  list  of  sicnatures, 
amoog  which  appear  the  names  of 
Christian  Thomas,  MichaMl  Thomas  aad 
Michael  Thomas  [two  of  them]  As  in- 
dicating that  these  Thomases  were  the 
sime  as,  or  connected  with  those  knoA'u 
to  have  been  rbsidt-nts  of  the  county 
some  twelve  to  eighteen  years  later,  we 
notice  the  followiug  names  among  those 
of  persoDS  arrivinx  lu  this  and  other 
vessels  coming  near  the  same  time,  from 
the  same  part  of  Europe,  and  lauding  at 
Philadelphia.  The  last  names  only  are 
given;  the  spelling  of  the  same  name 
vanes  more  or  less — for  instance  Stonfer 
is  written  Scawfer,  Stautfar,  Stonfer, 
and  Stoupher.  Wo  give  only  one  form 
except  in  a  fow  instances:

Wbils  it  is  probably  trne  that  the  re- 
eembUtea  between  s  me  cf  these  names 
and  those  of  the  county  are  merely  acci- 
dental, there  being  no  relationsh'p, 
there  are  too  many  in  the  list  [whicn 
might  be  enlarged]  to  consider  them  hiL 
accidental.  We  are  jastitied  therefore, 
in  asbaming  that  some  fo  tho-'e  stnrtv^ng 
durin^f  ihis  immigration,  came  in  par- 


ties to  this  county  fr)m  Philadelphia, 
wi'  t}  but  li'ilt  dnltky  oa  the  way  Th  s 
hnlief  stems  tj  b^  streogtheued  by  ttie 
faijt  f.();cmuuicar»d  to  nie  bj  Mr.  Albert 
JUxaipe,  t(a»B  no  Thomas  marriages  pre- 
ceding 1754  are  mentioued  on  tne  mar- 
riage recHjrd  of  the  oldest  Reformed 
church  of  Lmc^tster,  Pa.  |The  hrsc 
entrance  of  the  Toomases  of  the  Gt^r- 
man  lines  into  this  eec'ion  was  evident- 
ly between  17;J0  and  1742. 

That  the  Utirintiau  mentioned  in  the 
list  of  thueie  bruugtit  over  by  the  "Thi'!- 
tlo"  was  probably  tne  hrst  resideut  ati- 
cestor  of  tue  Uunstiaa  Tnomas  line,  will 
be  shown  lu  ttie  geuealony  of  that  line. 
Wftether  either  of  the  Michaels  was  the 
father  uf  Gabriel,  Juhu,  and  Valeutiue, 
or  of  either  of  ttiom,  can  only  be  snr- 
misf'd.  Oue  of  them  can  be  accuunted 
for  by  the  record,  but  the  other  caunot. 
According  to  tne  baptismal  rtcjrd  of 
the  Reformed  Church  of  Frederick,  a 
Michael  Ttiomas  and  Barbara,  his  wife, 
proeoutttd  t^o  children  for  baptism — 
one  namnd  Jacob,  born  1748,  tna  other 
named  Miohael,  bjru  1749  .Viichael, 
the  father  uf  thtse  children,  may  have 
been  a  brother  of  Ohnstian— la  wbo.se 
line  the  name  Michael  appears — bat 
could  not  have  been  the  father  of  Ga- 
briel, John,  or  Valentine,  as  th'j  young- 
est of  the  three  was  certainly  born  not 
later  than  17uJ.  The  other  Michael,  of

been  the  father,  but  this  is  only  a  sur- 
miae. 

It  is  somewhat  strange  that  the  name 
Ramsberg  does  not  appear  in  any  cf  the 
lists  of  passengers  of  lue  vessels  referred 
to.  This  seems  to  indicate  that  there 
were  other  parties  of  German  imml- 
grani^s,  wnose  names  have  not  teej  re- 
corded. In  fact  there  is,  aC  leasi,  one 
reference  m  the  Colouial  Records  of 
Peonsylvania  to  an  earlier  arrival,  but 
110  list  IS  given. 

Ttie  CbriHtiAD  TboniAS  Line. 

This  designation  of  a  particniar 
Thomas  line  is  too  well  understood  in 
Frederick  county  to  need  exuiauation 
here.  However  it  is  doubtful  whether, 
as  commonly  used,  it  relers  to  tne  eac- 
lier  ancestor  of  that  name.  The  earliest 
repr«-entative  in  the  county  to  wnich 
the   lino  can  be  traced  in  tne   recorae 
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available,  is  Christian  Thomas  [1]  who 
died  in  17Tt>or  1777.  That  he  was  living 
In  the  coauty  as  early  as  llo\  appears  by 
a  deed  from  hiui  and  others  — "of  Fred- 
erick county" — to  Ooorad.  Keller,  March 
3,  17o;j.  His  name  appears  also  araon^f 
the  signers  of  a  petition  to  the  State 
Legislattire  in  174:3  showing  that  he  was 
a  resident  at  that  date.  There  is  also 
evidence  icd'rating  that  he  was  the  first 
of  the  line  who  came  ro  the  county.  I 
find  in  Y.il.  Ill  of  the  Colonial  R-^cords 
of  Penniiylvauia  the  statement  already 
given  uud^T  "Remarks  on  the  German 
Lines"  As  there  stated,  the  name  of 
Christian  Thonr^as  appears  in  the  list  of 
passengers  on  the  Tnistle  of  Glasgow, 
which  arrived  in  1730. 

It  is  evi'^eut  that  this  OhrisMan  was 
twenty  one  y^arg  of  age  when  he  signed 
this  roll  in  1730.  Bac  it  i-t  probable  he 
was  not  married  earlier  than  1735,  most 
likely  some  four  or  five  years 
later,  'as  his  oldest  child  does 
not  appt^ar  to  have  been  born  bo- 
fore  1744  or  1745.  As  there  js  no  evi- 
dence that  there  were  two  persons  of 
this  name  in  the  connty  previous  to 
the  birth  of  his  son  Christian,  wa  are 
justified  in  agenming  that  this  was  the 
Christian  referred  to  in  the  records  pre- 
vicaa  to  that  date. 

Whether  this  genealogical  stem  is  re- 
lated to  the  line  of  th.9  Three  Brothers 
is  a  qae^tion  I  am  nuable  to  decide  posi- 
tively from  the  data  obtained;  however 
I  am  iuclitjtd  to  believe,  as  previously 
stated,  that  the  two  are  branches 
of  the  same  stem.  That  the 
Christian  lina  pertains  to  the 
German  branchps,  as  distinguish- 
ed from  the  English  series,  is  evident. 
Moreover  the  strung  similtirity  of  the 
given  names,  especially  in  the  older 
fumilteg,  to  those  of  the  line  of  the 
Three  Brothers,  seems  to  justify  this  be- 
lief. Heury,  Barbara  [Anna  Barbara  in 
»ht»  bnpiisM  al  record],  Mary  [Anna 
Marih],  C'l'heriae,  Elizabeth,  Susanna, 
Gabuei,  Valentine,  etc.,  are  common  in 
bo'b;  and  nven  Chrihtian  is  fouad  in 
both.  How  far  back  it  would  bt^  neces- 
sary to  trace  the  two  lines  to  find  the 
meeting  p  )iut.  it  is  imp-^s^ible  to  state 
without  further  light  upon  the  eu-j-ict, 
bat  it  spems  quite  probable  th^ciwoor 
tnree  genert»tious  back  would  bring 
ln«»m  tugether.  The  fact  that  repre^^en- 
tatives  of  the  two  branches  appeared  on 
the  scene  abous  the  same  time  indicarei 
that  they  came  froai   the    saaie  section. 


Chrlsllan  Thnm&e  (1.) 
As  no  record  of  the  f^ato  of  birth  or  of 
the  marriage  of  this  Christian  Thomas 
has  bt-en  found,  we  are  left  to  inferenoa 
alone  from  what  is  given  in  the  baptis- 
mal record  of  the  Reformed  Church  of 
Frederick.  I;  is  stated  that  Anna 
Maria,  a  child  of  this  Christian  and  his 
wife,  Magdalena.  was  bjrn  August  11, 
1751,  aud  Anna  Barbara,  Jana  6,  1753. 
As  it  is  possible  that  Christian  and

If  unmarried  then  probably  a  sister  of 
Ge)rge  Ramsberg  [1]. 

Tne  dates  of  binli  on  the  gravo-stoces, 
as  will  be  noticed,  do  not  agree  exactly 
with  the  baptismal  record,  but  the 
identification  as  given  here  is,  I  am  eat- 
isfifd,  correct. 

Tbe  important  facts  in  this  additional 
data,  are  that  Yaleurine  [Ij  aud  Gabriel 
[1]  came  over  from  Germ.iny,  and  were 
born  in  the  same  place.  Although  I  did 
not  make  oat  the  entire  name  of  the  lo- 
cality, there  is  no  question  that  the 
birth-placd  of  Valentine  was  the  same 
as  that  of  Gabriel.  So  far  as  made  out 
the  insoripiioa — which  is  prectaeiy  the 
same  on  both  grave-stonfs— appears  to 
be  as  follows:  "Schifferatadt  Kl.eic, 
Deutchland,  Pa.  .  .  .?"  Schi.fferstadt  is 
situated  in  what  is  called  Khenish  Ba- 
varia, the  Old  Palatinate,  tiouth  SVest 
Germany.  Six  milts  N.  N.  W.  of 
Speyer. 

According  to  Rev.  William  L  ReraS' 
berg  the  Brcners  came  from  the  aikme 
place.
